THE SCHOOL-HOUSE. 


Valuable Suggestions Concerning the Coil-* 


Htructlun of School Ituildiiigs. 


The school-houso should bo pre-emi- 


nently the building of the locality, the 
;xponent of tho people's progress and 
ntelligence, the pride'of every citizen. 
;ts site should be central, but never at. 
the expense of healthiness, proper size 
of grounds and freedom from noise. The 
grounds should have a moderate slope, 
vvitb perfect facilities for sewerage and 
drainage. 


The school-yard should be large 


mongh for all sorts of games and 
sports which are now driven from the 
street. 
If space enough can not be 


'ound in the heart of a "city or village, 
rat the school whero it can have 
ground. Agassiz once said he thought 
he reason why the Swiss boys stood 
nine hours of daily study better than 


American boys did six, was because 


of the long walks and mountain climbs 
ying between their homes and their 
ichools. 


The light 
should be ample—the 


window space never less than one- 
!ourth of the floor space. Surrounding 
juildings may sometimes necessitate as 
ligh as forty per cent. Tho windows 
should be large, or in groups, and 
burnished with curtain or blinds. The 
most constant light is the north. The 
walls and ceilings should be delicately 
tinted, and have a surface that will 
absorb disease germs, and that can be 
readily washed. 


The room should be thirty-two feet 


.ong, from twenty-live to twenty-eight 
!eet wide, and not more than fourteen 
'ect high. Forty pupils are enough for 
one room. The floor should be of hard, 
polished wood, 
This absorbs little, 


md is easily cleansed. If the rooms 
arc heated by furnaces, those should be 
central, and of such size as to heat by 


large quantity of warm air. The 


temperature should be nearly the same 
n all parts of the room, and never vary 
more than five degrees between the 
iloor and ceiling. 


The arrangements for ventilation 


should bo such 
as 
to give each 


pupil at least fifteen hundred cubic 
:eet of fresh air every hour. 
The 


windows, except in mild weather, 
should never be suddenly opened for 
ventilation. The pure air should be 
constantly supplied. The demands of 
sanitary science should be incessantly 
urged, until the best system of ventila- 
,ion is adopted in every school in the 
'and. 


The hall should be large. Each 


school-room should have its own cloak 
room, properly warmed and ventilated. 
The closets should be within doors,- 
and be neat and attractive.—P. W. 
Search, in Sanitarian.

It now appears that Rhodes 


went to work and applied for and pro-

ty of 8500, and that lie has icgulaily 
drawn and appropriated her pension

to last Miuch, by having some woman to 
ncrsonale Mrs. McDunlols, and he and 
his wife making affidavit to (he pension 
vouchers.

MoDiinicds married W. II. Fuller, of 
Hannibal, with whom sho still lives.

In Missouri. 


CALIFOBNIA, Mo., Sept. 17.—This sec- 


tion was treated to a splendid rain yes- 
terday. This is remarkable only from 
the fact that it ends a drought lasting 
eighty-two days, the most severe known 
here for many years. Cisterns were all 
dry and mills closed down lor lack ol 
water. 
Corn was so dwarfed as to be 


but half a crop; the grass was burned up 
and forest trees casting leaves as if In 
late fall, though we have had no frost. 
This rain comes just In time to Insure 
success tor the county fair, which meets 
here next Tuesday, and to fit ground for 
plowing for wheat. 


MARSHALL, Mo., Sept. 17.—The biggest 


rain for twelve months fell In this section 
yesterday, commencing about four o'clock 
in the morning and continuing until two 
o'clock In the afternoon. 
The rain was 


general throughout 
this aud 
adjoining 


counties. Considerable wheat bad al- 
ready been planted, and to those who 
have not yet broken ground the rain 
served to prepare the same for tillage. 
The various stock ponds were all very 
low, 
and the rain was beneficial In that

^Destruction of Property a& Toloiio, IlUop- 


olis mid Shelby villo. 


Deoatur was lucky yesterday, the cy- 


clonic features of the storm kindly giving 
us the go-by. At Illiopolis the roof was 
blown from the Masonic Hall, and win- 
dow panes were broken by the hailstones, 
some of which were as large BS hens' eggs. 


At,. Shelby ville the tornado blew off 


halfttkhe tin roof on Thomas M. Thorn- 
roqfe residence, part of it being carried 
500 feet. L. B. Stepheuson'a barn was 
demolished and a 'fine team of horses 
killed. Three or four buggies were blown 
off the bridge approach just east of the 
city, some of the occupants receiving seri- 
ous injuries, 
Throughout 
the town, 


shade trees were blown down and out- 
buildings overturned. 


At Tolono the cloud came up rapidly, 


and when the storm reached the town it 
made havoc in its path, uprooting trees 
and razing buildings and fences to the 
ground. Kens' livery stable, on Vorey 
street, was out in two, the east end being 
torn to fragments, one of the flying tim- 
bers, after passing over Redhead & Salis- 
bury's store and going a distance of 100 
yards, crashed through the side of the 
Herald building. The carpenters and 
painters, who were repairing the Catholic 
church steeple had barely time after the 
cloud appeared to descend from their 
scaflold 100 feet high. Russell Reynolds 
and the Miller brothers preceded Marion 
Moore down the ladder, and just as he 
touched the ground the scaffold was 
caught by the wind, and in a twinkling 
was twisted and torn into splinters and 
scattered broadcast for a hundred yards 
or more. At Savoy Station, five miles 
north, the new Methodist Church, just 
being completed, was demolished, as also 
was Dun lap's large hay-press barn.

AB Arithmetical I'n7/li'. 


The sidewalk stroller of tho Chicago 


Journal submits the following arithmet- 
ical puzzle: "There wore three boys en- 
gaged in selling apples; two of them bnd 
thirty apples each, and the third had 
sixty apples, or exactly as many as the 
other two put together.
